NOTED STATESMAN 



Has a Great Message for 
Students of McGill 



Dr. John R. Mott, will lecture in the 
K.V.C. Convocation Hall at 5 p.m. to- 
day, under the auspice's of the Canadian 
Club of McGill. The Canadian Club 
should be congratulated in having .secur- 
ed Dr. Mott as the speaker of the after- 
noon, for he is declared to have few 
equals in the world to-day as an orator. 
As to position, the late President Roose- 
velt declared him <o he "one of the five 
greatest statesmen of the world to-day." 

As to Dr. Mott's place in tlie world, 
the Bishop of Durham said of him, "He 
is one of the greatest forces of the Age." 

Dr. Mott is the Head of the World 
Student Federation. Much of the suc- 
cess which the Federation has achieved is 
due to their Head. Also he has served 
in Ambassadorial capacities for Iks U.S. 
Government in China and Russia. It t 
this capacity, he did some wonderful 
work for his country. It is said that 
lie was once offered the presidency of 
China. It is also a well-known fact that 
he refused the presidency of Princeton 
University. Dr. Molt has been around 
the world thirty-six limes, has talked to 
and worked with peoples of all kinds 
and conditions. His great vision and 
foresight is due in no small measure to 
his extensive travels. 

Dr. Molt holds the Legion of Honor 
from France, and the D.S.M. from the 
United States. He has degrees from Cor- 
nell, Vale, Edinburgh and Princeton. 

Dr. Mott has been described as a man 
of tremendous breadth of vision, of vast 
experience, of exalted independent rank, 
and incrcdibU; driving force. 

This afternoon he will deliver a 
great message to the students of McGill 
University. ,

SCHOLARSHIP 
NEXT WEEK 

Nine Applications Received 
from McGill Men 



15 CANDIDATES

In the next few days a Rhodes Scholar 
is to be chosen from Quebec. For some 
time past, data on live different appli- 
cants has been collecting, and the Com- 
mittee of Selection will probably reach a 
decision early next week. Of the fifteen 
candidates, nine arc from McGill, four 
from the University of Montreal, with 
which Loyola and St. Mary's Colleges 
arc affiliated, one from Laval, and one 
from Bishop's. 

Prior to 1919, the system of selecting a 
Rhodes Scholar in almost all the Prov- 
inces of Canada and most of the States 
of the United States was to place ihi 
nominations at the disposal of the prin- 
cipal universities or colleges in rotation. 
That is, in each province or state, one 
university only had the right to elect a 
candidate for a certain year, ami the 
next year this right was passed on to an- 
other university in the province. The 
experience of the sixteen years during 
which the scholarships had been in oper- 
ation under this system showed that it 
was not the best method. In 1919 the 
Trustees for the Rhodes Scholarships 
at Oxford University derided to throw 
the scholarships open to competition in 
each province and state, and to establish 
committees of selection, composed as far 
as possible of former Rhodes Scholars, 
with a chairman, eminent in educational 
or other public, service. 

The Committee of Selection appointed 
by the Trustees for the Province of 
Quebec, consists of the following: 

E. W. Beatty, K.C.. LL.D., Prcsi 
dent of the C.P.R. Company. 

J. C. Kemp, B.A., formerly of Uni 
vcrsity College, Oxford. 

F. C. J. Barbeau. B.A., former 
Rhodes Scholar from Laval University, 
Quebec. 

G. M. Smith. B.A., former Rhodes 
Scholar from Alberta. 

G. S. Stairs, K.C., M.A., former 
Rhodes scholar from Nova Scotia, and 
secretary of the Committee for 1922. 

So far, since the inauguration of the 
new system of selection by Provincial 
Committees, three Scholars have been 
elected from the Province of Quebec 
The first of these was A. G. Brassard, 
B.A., University of Montreal, who was 
elected in January. 1920, and went to 
Oxford in the autitnin of that year. Ow- 
ing to the non-appointment of scholars 
during the latter part of the war, there 
was a second vacancy that year, and this 
was filled by the election of Francis 
Reginald Scott, of Bishop's College, on 
the 11th of June, 1920, to go to Oxford 
in January, 1921. The last Scholar 
elected was John Colbornc Farthing, of 
McGill, son of Bishop Farthing, of 
Montreal. Farthing was elected on the 
8th of November) 1920, and left -early 
last October for Oxford. 

Normally the scholarships amount to 
to £.150, which is just about enough l 
annum is being added, bringing the total 
to £350, which is just about enough to 
cover a year's expenses at Oxford and 
on vacation. 

In choosing a candidate the Commit- 
tee lay particular stress on the fact that 
it makes no difference whether he be 
rich or poor, or whether his station in 
life is high or low. The first require- 
ment is that he possess brains and scho- 
lastic ability and such things as arc laid 
down in the will of Cecil Rhodes, name- 
ly, "force of character, devotion to duty, 
courage, sympathy and capacity for lead- 
ership." Another necessity is that the 
candidate should possess "physical vigor," 
whether it he shown by bis activities in 
outdoor sports or his fondness for hunt- 
ing, camping or canoeing and other 
healthful exercises along the same lines. 
The latter requirement is to show the 
manliness of the individual. Thus the 
qualities rerpiircd arc those of an all 
round man, who is neither a book-worm 
who takes no interest in sports, nor a 
brilliant athlete who finds no time for 
scholastic attainment, but the man who 
enters into every activity he has time for 
hesides making a success of his studies.

Many Vital Questions Are 
Discussed 



AT NEW MED.

Before a large and enthusiastic gath- 
ering of the Pharmaceutical Society of 
McGill, held last night, in the New- 
Medical Building, several points of ex- 
treme importance, were brought forward. 

D. G. Jassby, president, of the society, 
who occupied the chair, explained that as 
Miss Musgtove, the secretary, was un- 
able to be present till nine o'clock, the 
reading of the minutes would have to be 
dispensed with. Jassby also announced 
that due to unforeseen circumstances, 
Prof. Moore, who was to address tit- 
Society, was unable to be present. The 
president further urged that the mem 
hers not only pay their fees punctually 
but also make it their business to tak.- 
an active interest in the affairs of th'c So 
cicty by attending its meetings regular 
ly. It was further mentioned that the 
class picture had turned out well and that 
a copy could be obtained by paying one 
dollar lo the class representative. 

The next question broug.it fo' disc>-s 
■don was the proposal made .it a prcviou: 
meeting by N. Fish, namely, that the 
sum of one hundred dollars be set aside 
for a trust fund, for the purpose of 
forming a pharmaceutical library at Mc- 
Gill. Among the many suggestions that 
were made on this point were, that a 
campaign he made among the city drug 
gists to raise the funds, that the students 
themselves be asked lo contribute, that a 
book "shower"' be arranged, and that the 
money at present in the treasury be used.

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A BIT OF EGOTISM 



Comment upon the man inclined tu .self-adulation is prevalent 
mention of tin; man prone to self censure is not so common. The 
one is usually derogatory; the other, when heard, is apt to be in 
approbation. The first class of individuals cited above, force them- 
selves and their failings unhesitatingly upon us, while the latter 
group is much less noticeable and the workings of their minds much 
less obvious, which probably accounts for the adverse criticism lcv- 
cjlèd at the first and the escape of the latter from notoriety. 

And yet we wonder whether the evidently self-confident person 
ought, to be regarded with depreciation: at college ought he not 
rather to be borne in sufTrancc. with the conviction that in due time 
he will find his proper place, where, finally, he will come to sec 
things as they really are? On the other hand ought the self-critic 
to bef looked upon with too great equanimity? YYc arc frequently 
told .of the merits of self-examination, of the benefits that arc bound 
to result from a true appraisal of one's own worth, and of the ob- 
noxious qualities of conceit. Stress is not laid, however, upon the 
dangers of undervaluation of one's own abilities, as is very likely 
to be a consequence of a loo minute, and of a too persistent calcula- 
tion of personal deficiencies. 

Undoubtedly much more is to be expected of the man who has 
an. exaggerated notion ot Ins own capabilities, tiresome and bother- 
some though he may he, than of the individual who places no value 
upon himself and looks upon his fellows with admiration and envy, 
but makes no endeavour to suit himself to measure up to the stan- 
dard which he has set. and is miserable because he fails to attain 
it by a series of effortless sequences. Those who develop the essen- 
tials of leadership are not always popular; their success is due to 
reliance in their own prowess. They might have been started on 
the way to achievement by a realization that they were falling short 
of the mark they had determined to reach. It was after they com- 
prehended this that they became strenuously active. They attained 
their goal not by passive surrender, but by spirited opposition.

Today is tiie last date upon which nominations will be received 
for the positions of Faculty Representatives on the Students' Coun- 
cil. The interest manifested about the Campus thus far has been 
more casual than apparent, except in the instances of those actually 
concerned with forwarding the nomination of some man from their 
faculty.

Victors to Meet in Final 
Wednesday Night 



The semi-finals in the class basketball 
league played last night resulted in the 
elimination of Commerce '25, who were 
defeated by Arts "25 by the close score 
of 20—17, and also of Medicine '24, who 
lost to Med. '25 by a score of 21—1.3. 

Both sanies were replete with spectac 
ular plays, and afforded the rooters of 
the respective teams ample opportunities 
to applaud their favorites. 

The first game was perhaps a better 
exhibition of basketball, the teams being 
fairly evenly matched. Arts '25, How- 
c ver, excelled in combination, and were 
more effective at close range than their 
opponents, who tossed away many 
chances to score on easy shots. 

Commerce '25 were the first to tally 
Davis making a penally shot. Glickman 
added two more points by a field goa 
making the score .3—0. Miller and 
lironson then combined, and the latter 
netted two for Arts '25. The same 
player added two more immediately af- 
ter the face-off. 

The play was equally divided between 
the luo teams for the remainder of the 
period, and the score at half-time was 
II' 'J in favor of Art - '25. 

Un resuming play, Rapp, who had 
been unable to gel going in the first halt, 
came to life, and scotcd a field goal. He 
incidentally scored G of the 10 points se 
cured by his team in the last period. Ou a 
pass from Rapp, Miller scored the prêt 
ticst shot of the game from the centre of 
1 1.: floor. 

Davis, who starred lor the losers, 
scored two field goals in quick succcs- 
sioii, bringing his team almost on equal 
terms with Arts '25. 

At this stage of the game, the play, 
which had hitherto been exceptionally 
clean and devoid of penalties, became 
rather strenuous; and free shots came 
thick and fast. Comm. '25 tried des- 
perately to catch up, but wtihout success 

I'or the winners, lironson and Miller 
wire outstanding. The former was all 
mer the floor, and gave an all round 
sterling exhibition. Miller, who weighs 
only 115 pounds, was knocked about con- 
siderably, but played well throughout, un- 
selfishly passing the ball to a teammate 
in a better position to score than him- 
self. 

Davis and Cummings were the pick of 
Comm. '25, and against a weaker de- 
fence would have been very dangerous. 
Davis is an exceptionally clean player. 
Cummings' performance suffered by com- 
parison with Bronson, who 1 played 
:::;ainst him, but it was nevertheless an 
excellent one. He is a tricky player, 
and fed the forwards to perfection. 

Although the score docs not indicate 
it. the second game, between Med. '24 
ami Med. '25, was even more closely 
fought than the first one. Both teams 
were weak in shooting, and missed many 
line opportunities to score. 

As in the first game, the losers were 
the first to tally. Caldwell netting a pret- 
ty goal, on a pass from Rankin, five 
eeunds after the commencement of the 
game, Kennedy then made a free shot, 
but Rankin rame right back with a field 
gnal scored from a difficult angle. Alt- 
ncr and Kennedy then brought Med. '25 
mi even terms, the former scoring a field 
goal on an individual play, and the latter 
netting a free shot. Rankin and Roberts 
each added a field goal, making the score 
read 8—4 in favor of Med.

The water poloists held a final practice 
on Saturday at the Y.M.C.A. bath in 
preparation for the Intermediate game 
with M.A.A.A. Reds to-night. The. 
latter have already defeated the McGill 
squad in a home game, but since then the 
college second team has dwcloped from 
a fair aggregation of players into one of 
the most finished teams in the league. In- 
deed, their passing and combination 
work in some of the practices lately 
forced the senior team to do their best 
to keep ahead. Moore and Vickcrson 
especially have been showing up well 
in the recent workouts, and together 
with Murphy, will probably play on the 
forward line this evening. Forsyth 
and Phipps put up a stonewall defence, 
and Jardine in goals, can be counted on 
to stop most of the opposing teams' 
shots. All these men have been doing 
some great work of late, and if their 
showing on Saturday is an indication, 
have a good chance of winning the game 
in their own bath. 

Although the Seniors have secured 
•heir hold on the City League Champion- 
ship, there has been no let up in their 
practices, and most of the players \\<arc 
out on Saturday. It is rumored that 
Toronto has a very strong team this year, 
although they lack such outstanding stars 
as George Vcrnot and Jim Ross, and will 
be able to give the McGill men a hard 
tussle if they plan to retain the Intcrcol- 
logiatc championship.

The speed swimmers spent about a half 
hour practicing the turns at the end of 
the bath, Coach Vcrnot giving the men 
sonic invaluable advice as to the different 
methods of doing the trick properly. The 
new men particularly benefited by this, 
for though sonic of them arc fast round- 
ing into form and developing more 
speed at every practice, they lack the 
knowledge of the fine points of the game 
that marks the work of the more ex- 
perienced men. Among the new men, 
Vickcrson and Fry look especially prom- 
ising for the 50 yard swim, and will 
very likely be depended on for this 
event in the meet, leaving George Vcrnot 
and Ross free to attend to the longer 
distances. The former was unavoidably 
lbseut from the practice on Saturday, 
but Ross was out and showed some sen- 
sational bursts of speed in the 100 yards. 
The divers were also looked after, and 
Vickcrson and Laidlcy both tried out 
the spring board, while the coach looked 
on and pointed out to the men where 
'heir work could be improved on. Two 
relay teams were then picked, and in the 
race that followed the swimmers showed 
the best they could do in the speed line, 
but neither could gain much of an ad- 
vantage, and the race ending practically 
in a dead heat.

The finals of the Weir Trophy swim- 
ming contests were held at the M.A.- 
A.A. tank last night. The Winged 
Wheel representatives carried off the 
trophy with 71 points to their credit. 
The other competitors — the McGill 
School of Physical Education, the 
Young Women's Christian Association 
and the Wcstmount High School — all 
showed that Montreal lady swimmers 
arc capable of considerable skill in 
aquatic events. 

The McGill representatives— the M. 
S.P.E. — put up a good fight despite 
the loss of two of their regular team 
Miss Doris Bain gained second place 
in the 20 yards back, finishing in splen- 
did style and also won points in two 
other events. Miss Florence Gardner 
also made a second place, coming in 
close behind the winner in the 40-yard 
breast . 

The diving was easily the most pop- 
ular as well as the most spectacular 
event of the meet. Miss Phyllis Pow- 
ell, M.S.P.E. '2.3, made three excel- 
lent dives, winning the event for her 
team. , 

Miss Barwick of the M.A.A.A. 
won the 40-yard side and incidentally 
lowered the previous record by two 
seconds. 

The gallery was filled to capacity, 
each team's supporters cheering lustily 
for their own .representatives. Excit- 
•ng races with close finishes and later 
the diving called forth continuous ap- 
plause. 

The final standing of the four com- 
peting teams was: M.A.A.A., 72 pts ;
